2. Claims 1.14-21, 22,35-42, 43, 57-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 6,216,231, hereinafter *231. 

As per claims 1,14-21 , 22,35-42, 43, 57-64, *231 teaches a protocols and policy 
for specifying constraints in a distributed system, having: a refreshing credentials entity, 
a memory, a profile collection, related information, examining a refresh policy, replacing 
a credentials, updating the profile, and repeating the actions, storing a credential 
identifier, when credential issued, recent use, older time/expired, recency requirements, 
and use for subsequent sessions. See abs., fig. 2a-3e, 4a-45, summary, col. 7, lines 35 
et seq,, col. 8, col. 9, lines 42 et seq., and col. 10, lines 1 et seq., col. 1 1 , lines 30 et 
seq. 

3. Claims 2-13, 23-34, 44-56 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
